Builder Details Proposed VB Apartment Complex 


BELLEVILLE- Details 
of how the proposed 
Lakeland Park apart - 
ment development will 
be laid out on the Mc- 
Mullan property between 
Belleville Lake and the 
freeway were spelled 
out this week for the En- 
terprise-Roman. 

Frank J. Volk, Sr., long-time 


builder-developer in west side 
Detroit-area communities, re- 
leased the plot plan for publi- 
cation and discussed questions 
which have been troubUngsome 
Van Buren residents since re- 
zoning of the land first was 
sought* 

Re zoning for apartments and 
a nine-hole golf course was 
granted unanimously by the 
township board after presenta- 
tion of facts showing that as 
much as $800,000 annually 
would be contributed to the 


township tax base upon com- 
pletion of the proposed 2,000 
units five to ten years hence. 

* * • 

A GROUP of opponents of the 
plan circulated petitions for a 
referendum seeking to nullify 
the decision of the township 
officials. The vote has been 
set for May 7. 

Discussion of the issue has 
been mounting since the recent 
defeat of the mlllage increase 
sought by the Van Buren Town- 
ship Board of Education. 


Volk said that the mlllage 
vote points up the township's 
urgent need for additional tax 
base and that other neighbor- 
ing areas have sought to ac- 
complish this through rezoning 
for higher densities and for in- 
dustrial and commercial use. 

"From a tax standpoint," he 
said, "apartment developments 
fall Into the same category as 
industry - and every forward- 
looking community today Is out 
there fighting for Industry to 
help its taxpayers cover the 


rising costs of services and 
education. 

" Modern, well-placed apart- 
ment developments have almost 
no effect on the student rolls 
because the majority of apart- 
ment dwellers are in the age 
brackets before child rearing 
or are older people whose chil- 
dren have grown up and gone.

"THE RECORD shows that, 
where children are permitted in 
large apartment projects on a 
wide-open basis, only one In 


15 apartments will have a school 
child. 

"We will go further than that 
and say that we will not take 
residents with school- age chil- 
dren under high school age. This 
will reduce resident demands 
on the school system almost to 
the vanishing point, or to about 
one In 40 apartments. 

"As In other comparable de- 
velopments, at least 50 percent 
of the residents will be in the 
group whose children have mar- 
ried and left. These will be sub- 


stantial people because rents 
along the lake, for example, 
will be In the $250 to $300 
monthly range. Even the lowest 
priced one-bedroom apartment 
will be $190. 

"Anyone who can afford rents 
certainly will bring substantial 
purchasing power Into the Van 
Buren community, which will 
benefit all businessmen, as well 
as area residents who might 
easily share in added employ- 
ment possibilities. Everyone in 


the township should share in the 
tax benefits." 

As an Indication of the sig- 
nificance of Lakeland Park in 
the tax picture, Volk pointed out 
that Lakeland Park's tax con- 
tribution of some $800,000 
would be more than three and 
a half times the total budget 
Just approved by the Van Buren 
Township Board. The schools 
would benefit from a high 
portion of this amount.

School Loiterers Face Arrest 
Juvenile Court Judge Warns 


BELLEVILLE — All Juven- 
iles found loitering or causing 
a disturbance within a school in 
the Van Buren Public School 
District or any school in Wayne 
County will be arrested and 
conveyed Immediately to Wayne 
County Youth Home, Wayne 
County Probate Judge James H. 
Lincoln In charge of Juvenile 
Division of Probate Court warn- 
ed this week. 

The Judge's warning was sent 
to all Wayne County Police 
Agencies and school officials, 
in the form of a memorandum. 

The Judge stated that the 
purpose of the memorandum "is 
to take forceful action concern- 
ing school drop-outs, Juveniles 


suspended from school, ini 
Juveniles who are enrolled in 
one school but who loiter in and 
around schools in which they are 
not enrolled." 

• • * 

DISTURBANCES CAUSED by 
these non-enrolled Juveniles 
have reached major proportions 
In some schools, Judge Lincoln 
reported. 

"With the help of the police 
and school officials, the court 
intends to let every Juvenile 
know that if he Is not enrolled 
in a school, and has no business 
In a school, that arrest will 
automatically result In convey- 
ance to the Wayne County Youth 
Home," Judge Lincoln added. 


In minor violations in the 

vicinity of a school, officials 
may handle the matter by an 
ordinance violation ticket with- 
out bringing the Juvenile to the 
Youth Home. If the violation 
Is severe, or the offender a 
known repeater, "he should be 
brought to the Youth Home forth- 
with even though the violation 
occurs outside the school build- 
ing," the warning said. 

It was reported that In Belle- 
ville schools, "there have been 
no disturbances so far." 

James G. Coplas, assistant 
principal at Belleville High stat- 
ed that "if we do have any pro- 
blems this gives us something 
we can work with.”

(Editor's Note: The following article is the third 
in a series of Lenten Sermons by area pastors and 
and leading churchmen. This week's article was 
submitted by Rev. Paul D. Cross, pastor of The 
Belleville United Presbyterian Church.) 

HOW WE MAY KEEP LENT 

W e are now in the midst of the Lenten season. Lent 
we recall Is the forty day period before Easter 
and serves as a time of preparation for the cele- 
bration of the resurrection of Jesus Christ. In the re- 
maining days of Lent let us be aware of how we may keep 
Lent. 

It seems that for some Lent has become the one period 
of the year when many Christians deny themselves some 
of the things in which they have been Indulging. Some of 
them give up such things as candy, movies, or smoking, 
or 6ome other such thing. For many this kind of self- 
denial has 'become superficial. Many folks give up what 
they don't need any way. 

There are dangers attached to the practice of giving 
up "things" In Lent. Often enough the things which are 
given up do not amount to much. It may be done in the 
spirit of how "little" we can give up without displeasing 

God. 

Moreover, denying ourselves a few things, for a short 
period of the year is apt to create a sense of pride. It 
may lead a man to pat himself on the back for his "good- 
ness." Merely giving up one or two things for a few 
weeks In the year can never be a substitute for the 
Christian life. 

Also, the practice of giving up this or that in Lent 
may lead us to believe that self-denial should be practiced 
only six weeks of the year when It Is something that 
should be practiced all of our lives.

LET US ask ourselves then how we can keep Lent 
today. Instead of criticizing the world for Its wordllness, 
let us criticize ourselves for our own sins. Let us ask 
how during the remaining days of Lent we may rebuild 
the wasted affections of the heart and make improvement 
In ail those virtues that are pleasing both to our con- 
science and to God. 

For one thing, we can very well use Lent as a season 
of special bodily discipline. 

Even though Jesus one time fasted for forty days and 
nights the Bible does not command the curtailing of our 
diet during Lent. The Bible has no iron-clad rules about 
the surrendering of those fattening tid-blts we love 
so much. 

But wait a bit, before we throw the idea of this kind 
of self-denial out let us imagine a man who has been 
Intemperate In his diet -- careless in obeying the rules 
of health. Suppose a nervous break-down Is Just around 
the corner. For such a man Lent might well become the

Mon- 
day failed to attract any bidders, Robert L. 
McConeghy, school superintendent, reported. 

On advice of the school dis- 
trict's bonding attorneys, Mil- 
ler, Canfield, Paddock and 
Stone, the School Board passed 
a resolution approving the filing 
of an amended application with 
Michigan Municipal Finance 
Commission to schedule anoth- 
er public sale of the bond Issue 
at a maximum Interest rate of 
five and a half per cent. 

The present maximum inter- 
est rate Is fixed at five per 
cent, McConeghy stated. The 
failure to receive any bids 
means that the school system’s 
building program has been de- 
layed at least until the state acts 
on the School Board’s request.

EXPLAINING THE plot plan 
for the proposal Volk said that 
fully a third of the buildings will 
be located with access directly 
from Beckley road or the free- 
way service drive, while the rest 
will be clustered along the nine- 
hole golf course and along what 
will be landscaped bluffs on the 
lake. 

Ninety percent of the traffic 
to the development will be from 
the freeway and along the serv- 
ice drive, since most residents 
will work some distance away, 
according to Volk. 

A community clubhouse with 
swimming pool would be set 
back from Denton road at the 
entrance to the golf course, and 
a second community house, also 
with a swimming pool, would

YOUNG’S PRESENT employ- 
ment contract with Romulus, 
his initial contract, expires 
May 1, 1968.

Since the May 23, 1967 letter, 
an Invoice calling for payment 
for legal services by Young 
was presented to the Township 
Board on stationery listing the 
firm of Elsman, Young, 
O'Rourke & Rogalle, 2034 Guar- 
dian Building, Detroit. A check 
in the amount of $1,165 Issued 
In payment was cashed by the 
same firm, Perry reported. 

Perry now contends that Judge 
Rogalle* s name on the arm’s 
stationery Indicates an associ- 
ation between the Township at- 
torney (Young) and Rogalle. He 
further disclosed that the Law- 
yers Handbook of 1968 also 
shows both Young and Rogalle 
as members In the same arm. 

Young was hired by the Board 
by a Ove to two vote. 

Edmund Blzek, township su- 
pervisor, and Alfred J. Perry 
voted against the appointment 
because, he (Perry) reported 
the Board refused to review 
other applicants for the posi- 
tion. 

Young replaced John Kadela, 
now Dearborn Municipal Court 
Judge, as Township attorney. 



be located at the end of Mc- 
Mullan Point. 

The clubhouse facilities will 
be available, on reservation, to 
Van Buren social and other 
groups. 

Tennis courts will be moved 
from the location as shown on 
the plan to an interior location 
to enhance the greenbelt nature 
of the portion abutting existing 
fine homes at the southeast 
comer, Volk said. Further, 
three luxury lakefront homes 
adjacent to these neighbors will 
be built and probably be occu- 
pied by members of the Mc- 
Mullan family. No multiple 
building will be Immediately 
next to existing homes. 

THE APARTMENTS them- 
selves will be luxury units. 
Apartments will have private 
balconies, bulkheaded with ma- 
sonry on both sides for privacy, 
All will have a bath and a half 
and every unit will have Its 
own washer-dryer combination 
and dishwasher. 

Many will have gas or elec- 
tric Oreplaces, or walnut pan- 
eling in the living rooms. In- 
sulating glass windows and cen- 
tral air conditioning will curb 
noise and provide indoor com- 
fort that will limit lake at- 
traction largely to viewing. 
Party walls and ceilings will 
be sound - proofed. Carpeting 
throughout will supplement 
sound control. 

Individual furnaces and con- 
trols, gas ranges, 14-cublc foot 
two - door refrigerators and 
drapes will be provided. Roads 
will be of concrete, while park- 
ing lots will be of asphalt and 
will afford parking for nearly 
two cars per apartment. There 
will . be attractively designed 
carports. 

THE GOLF COURSE, pools, 
tennis courts, a health club 
with gymnasium and sauna bath, 
along with the Interior com- 
forts, are expected to make 
the community self-sufficient 
in terms of recreation facili- 
ties. Further, Volk said, in 
addition to demanding no rec- 
reational provision by the town- 
ship for Its residents, the de- 
velopment will represent an 
effective and Important supple- 
ment to the recreational needs 
of the township as a whole. 

Esthetlcally, the brick build- 
ings will present clean-cut 
modern architecture with broad 
window areas and setbacks to

ways. Landscaping will beautify 
the lake and highway frontages 
and screen surrounding resi- 
dents. The golf course will 
afford broad open space in keep- 
ing with the open nature of the 
township. 

Designer of the community 
ls Volk &, London, Inc., South- 
field architects, one of whom 
ls Volk's son, Frank J., Jr. 

The firm has designed many 
single and multiple residential 
structures and office and com- 
mercial buildings In Detroit 
suburban areas. 

The senior Volk plans to 
limit resident lake use, In both 
boating and swimming aspects, 
to the point where it should be 
less than half that of previous 
years while the property was 
open, on a fee basis, to the 
general public. 

In this respect, Volk said, 
the development will cut off 
possibly troublesome public use 
while at the same time repre- 
sent not only a tax bonanza 
but an esthetic and business 
asset of cash valu*fo every Van 
Buren taxpayer. 

The Initial section in the five 
to 10-year program will afford 
228 apartments.

come obligations have now risen 
to all-time peaks and the five 
per cent maximum rate per- 
mitted on the Romulus school 
bond Issue appears to be too 
low to compete with rates on 
comparable bond Issues now 
being marketed," McConeghy 
said. 

The rating of Romulus bond 
Issue Is similar to most school 
bond Issues in the Detroit Met- 
ropolitan area Including Wayne 
Community School District, Van 
Buren Public School District, 
Plymouth, Livonia, Lincoln 
Park, Bloomfield and Crest- 
wood school districts, he said. 


THE 6CHOOL BOARD was 
presented with two possible 
choices: postpone the sale of 
the bonds until there ls a sub- 
stantial change In general In- 
terest rates. Consultants report 
that ananclal and economic In- 
dices Indicate that Interest rates 
will continue at present levels 
for some time and may go 
higher. 

The Board elected to take the 
second choice by adopting a 
resolution asking for approval 


of another sale bid but at a 
higher rate of Interest. 

Purpose of the $3,400,000 
bond issue was to provide funds 
for erecting, furnishing and 
equipping a new elementary 
school, building and additions 
to existing elementary school 
buildings, a high school build- 
ing and administration building. 

Also for erecting, furnishing 
and equipping a maintenance 
building, re-equlpping existing 
school buildings and Improving 
existing school sites and ac- 
quiring additional land for site 
purposes, McConeghy said.

why or If the Increase was 
necessary,” said Sheridan. 

This Increase has met with 
objections In Van Buren and 
adjacent areas. 

The Detroit water system is 
now in the process of complet- 
ing a water Intake at Port Huron 
which will service the Flint 
area. At this rate, by 1975 
the Detroit Water System will 
service water to about 70% of 
the people of Michigan. Sheri- 
dan asked: "Why the people 
of the Downriver suburbs should 
have to pay for this expansion 
when they will never benefit 
from it?” Sheridan added. 

"I also feel”, said Sheri- 
dan, "that If the Detroit sys- 
tem wants to go Into the state- 
wide utility business then they 
should be under the same con- 
trol as Michigan Consolidated 
Gas, Detroit- Edison, Michigan 
Bell Telephone, etc,, and should 
have to Justify their rates to 
the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion,” Sheridan said. 

In conjunction with the bill, 
Sheridan, at the request of Su- 
pervisor Richard J, Trolley 
of Taylor Township and Super- 
visor Louis A. Toth of Van 
Buren Township, has asked the 
Attorney General, Frank J. 
Kelley, for his formal opinion 
concerning Gerald Remus, on 
a possible conflict of interest 
since Remus sits on the Wayne 
County Board of Supervisors, 
Is serving on the Water and 
Sewer Committee and Is also 
Head of the City of Detroit 
Water Department. 

It Is our contention, since 
Remus Is making decisions on 


Water and Sewer Bonds, and 
also Is Head of the Detroit Water 
Department that this may be 
questionable. 

In conclusion, Sheridan said 
that he is hopeful that the House 
Committee on Public Utilities 
of which he is a member will 
act favorably on this legisla- 
tion, and he expects his col- 
leagues on the committee to 
support him In reporting this 
bill to the House Floor for de- 
bate In the immediate future.

Of Wildlife Week Originator

A s National Wildlife Week 
looms up for the 31st 
year, what memories it 
brings to this old-timer! Mem- 
ories centered about the per- 
sonality of the man whose con- 
cept of conservation established 
the present direction of the 
movemenU I am permanently 
proud to have been chosen by 
Ding Darling to help him in the 
undertaking that he launched 
and kept going. 

Ding Darling was one of the 
most famous cartoonists of his 
era. He was a gifted writer, a 
dynamic speaker and, above all, 
an inspired evangelisU 
National Wildlife Week — to 
be held this year March 17 
through March 23 — was Ding 
Darling’s idea. He founded the 
National Wildlife Federation, 
sponsoring the week, and paint- 
ed the first wildlife week 
stamps. 


Ding Darling poured out not 
only talent, time and energy in 
his crusade, he also enlisted 
richer men in the cause. A typ- 
ical Darling project was a pro- 
gram of seminars, which he 
financed, for instructing grade- 
school teachers in basic ecolo- 
gy. Ding Darling believed that 
unless youngsters were ground- 
ed in conservation principles 
his big plan could not have last- 
ing success.

TO THE EDITOR: 

The recent letter signed Rod- 
ney A. Bly must be answered 
because it is filled with misin- 
formation, presented with a ”blg 
lie” technique. It was obviously 
written to confuse and defeat 
my effort to create a fine golf 
course-apartment community 
on the McMuilan property be- 
tween the Freeway and Belle- 
ville Lake — a community that 
can help build sorely needed 
tax base for Van Buren Town- 
ship residents when voted for 
at the May 7 special election. 

In reply to the question about 
past experience, I do not now 
own and have never owned apart- 
ments in Lincoln Park or Allen 
Park. I do own the Falrlane 
Apartments, a highly successful 
development of 204 units on 
Telegraph at ijaskell, Taylor 
Township. 

Eight years old, these units 
have just been brought up to 
today's standards, including 
carpeting in halls and apart- 
ments, and throughout their life 
have been maintained so as to 
attract full occupancy by fine 
people who have been willing to 
pay rent increases dictated by 
rising costs. 

In many years of building and 
developing, I have also provided 
some 3,000 homes for Detroit- 
ers - 700 of which are adjacent 
to the Fairlane Apartments and 
still appreciating in value to the 
same extent as other homes 
elsewhere. 1 have the highest 
possible standing among Taylor 
officials, Taylor people and the 
financial community. 

AS TO the suggestion about 
the Vincent property, 1 have 
never been interested in that 
land and know nothing about 
plans for its development. 

I cannot speak for Supervisor 
Toth, but I understand he has 
flatly denied having any options 
on nearby property, and would 
suggest that if Mr. Bly and 
his associates really wish to 
find out the facts, it would be 
very easy for them to ask the 
present owners. 

As for rebuilding the service 
drive, the State has plans for 
this but, as In other cases of 
the kind undoubtedly will pro- 
ceed only as the need develops. 
Beckley and Denton, along this 
property, will be paved at my 
own expense at a time consis- 


tent with the development pro- 
gram. This is the normal way, 
acceptable to other communi- 
ties. 

MR. BLY asks about guaran- 
tees, and 1 would reply to this 
that Van Buren residents have 
the same guarantee from me 
about the development that any 
other property owner -including 
home owners - could give rela- 
tive to the future of their pro- 
perty. However, 1 can say 
for sure that this Van Buren 
land is much too valuable to 
downgrade with anything but the 
finest in housing. 

As for possible added costs 
to the community, this develop- 
ment will be self-supporting 
through its heavy tax contri- 
butions to an extent far great- 
er thaq possibly any other single 
taxpayer in the township. 

1 would further submit that 
present township officials, as 
elected by Van Buren voters, 
DO represent the best interest 
of the majority of the people 
to the best of their ability. 
Any attack by a small seg- 
ment for private reasons on the 
carefully considered actions of 
these officials can only repre- 
sent an attempt to seize con- 
trol from these representatives 
of the people.

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INTEREST INCOME 

Interest which you receive or which is credited to 
your account (even though not entered in your passbook) 
is taxable unless it is specifically exempt from tax. 

Most* types of interest are taxable. However, interest 
received on obligations of a state, territory, or political 
subdivision are nun-taxable. 

Interest on United Stales Savings Bonds is taxable in 
fulL If you own these bonds, you may elett to report 
the interest as it accrues each year, or you can wait until 
you cash the bonds and then report all the interest you 
have received. Once you make your election, you must 
report the same way on all the types of bonds that you 
own. 

SOME TAXPAYERS continue to hold savings bonds 
beyond the original redemption date. If you defer the 
reporting of interest, you may continue to do so on 
such bonds until they are redeemed. 

Occasionally interest received from certain credit 
unions and savings and loan associations are termed 
“dividends” by the paying organization. Amounts paid 
as earnings on your savings are actually interest and 
must be reported as such on your return. These amounts 
do not qualify as dividends for the $100 exclusion. 

Read your instiuction booklet carefully. After doing 
so, If you still have a question, Document No. 5448 
will furnish more detailed information on this subject. 

MEDICAL A DENTAL EXPENSE 

For taxpayers who itemize, deductible medical and 
dental expenses include amounts paid for diagnosis, 
prevention, cure, correction, or treatment of a physical 
or mental defect or illness. 

However, changes in the medical expense provisions 
of the federal tax laws will affect the 1967 returns of 
many taxpayers. 

O O O 

THOSE WHO itemize may now claim a deduction, 
up to $150, for one-half of their medical and hospitali- 
zation insurance premiums, without regard to any other- 
wise applicable medical expense limitations. The remain- 
ing one-half of such insurance may then be included 
with other medical expenses and is subject to the 3 
percent limitation. 

Taxpayers are also cautioned that beginning with 1967 
returns, the limitations applicable to medical expenses 
apply to all individuals regardless of age. Taxpayers 
65 and over can no longer deduct their total costs for 
medical and dental expenses. 

The $3 monthly payment for medical insurance under 
the Medicare Program qualifies as a medical expense 
and is deductible in the same manner as other medical 
insurance provisions. 

Medicine and drug costs may be included as a medical 
expense only to the extent they exceed one percent of 
adjusted gross income. Such excess is added to other 
medical and dental expenses paid during the year. The 
total is then reduced by three percent of total income 
shown on line 9 of form 1040. This remainder is the 
allowable medical expense deduction. 

The form 1040 instruction booklet further explains 
medical expense deductions.

Use of the wrong tax table 
or schedule is delaying Income 
tax refunds of Michigan tax- 
payers, the IRS reported. 

A. M. Stoepler, Distric Direc- 
tor for Michigan said the IRS 
Service Center In Cincinnati, 
Ohio, where Michigan returns 
are processed, reports that al- 
ready this year 11,895 returns 
have been filed using the wrong 
tax table or schedule to com- 
pute the tax due. 

Stoepler urged Michigan tax- 
payers to use the right table or 
schedule when they file returns* 
By making sure the right one is 
used, a taxpayer cannot only 
save the Government money, but 
also avoid any delay in receiv- 
ing a refund, he emphasized. 

* • * 

F*ORM 1040 Instructions in- 
clude tax tables for married 
couples filing Joint returns and 
certain widows and widowers, 
single persons and married 
couples filing separate returns 
and unmarried persons who 
qualify as heads of household. 

Single persons, married 
couples filing Jointly and- mar- 
ried couples filing separate re- 
turns, who file Form 1040A, 
have tax tables designed for 
them also. 

Failure of taxpayers to In- 
clude their correct Social Se- 
curity number on the tax return, 
Stoepler added, Is another 
major reason for refund delay. 

As of last week, 2,133 re- 
funds had been delayed In Michi- 
gan because of Incorrect o r 
missing Social Security num- 
bers, he reported. 


STOEPLER REPORTED that 
to date other refunds are being 
held up because of a variety of 
other errors or failures to com- 
ply with instructions mailed to 
each taxpayer with his tax 
forms. 

Tax returns filed up to last 
week included 1,479 without sig- 
natures, including those of hus- 
band or wife or both on Joint 
returns. These will have to be 
sent back to the taxpayers 
before refunds can be pro- 
cessed. 

Returns with errors In arith- 
metic which are causing delays 
in sending refunds so far total 
3,584 in Michigan. 

As of last week, Stoepler 
said, the IRS Service Center 
In Cincinnati, Ohio had pro- 
cessed303,135 refundsof Mich- 
igan taxpayers for a total of 
$64,932,966.
